Amend the amendment, H-8464, to Senate File 2336,
as amended, passed, and reprinted by the Senate, as
follows:

1. Page 54, after line 32 by inserting:

<4. For transfer to the university of Iowa college
of dentistry for provision of primary dental services
to children:
- 80,000

State funds appropriated in this subsection shall be
matched on a dollar-for-dollar basis. The university
of Iowa college of dentistry shall coordinate efforts
with the department of public health, bureau of oral
health and delivery systems, to provide dental care to
underserved populations throughout the state.

5. For transfer to the department of public health
for the human papillomavirus vaccination public
awareness program in accordance with section 135.11,
subsection 31, as enacted in this Act:
.......................................... S 50,000

The department of public health may seek private
sector moneys for the purpose of supporting the public
awareness program.

6. For distribution to a nonprofit, tax-exempt
association that receives donations under section 170
of the Internal Revenue Code and whose members include
Iowa food banks and their affiliates that together
serve all counties in the state, to be used to purchase
food for distribution to food-insecure Iowans:
- 500,000

In purchasing food under this subsection, a
preference shall be given to the purchase of food
produced, processed, or packaged within this state
whenever reasonably practicable.>

2., Page 59, after line 38 by inserting:

<Sec. . Section 135.11, Code Supplement 2011, is
amended by adding the following new subsection:

NEW SUBSECTION. 31. Administer a public awareness
program for human papillomavirus infection vaccination
by identifying medically accurate materials that
contain information regarding the risks associated with
the various forms of the infection in causing cervical
cancer, and any other diseases for which the department
may recommend immunization or immunization information,
and the availability, effectiveness, and potential
risks of those vaccines. The department shall make
the identified materials available on the department’s
internet site, provide education and training to
health professionals and the general public regarding
the vaccines, and notify each school district in the
state of the availability of the information. For the
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purposes of this subsection, “human papillomavirus”
means the group of viruses identified by the centers
for disease control and prevention of the United States
department of health and human services.>
